Von Buelow on the Settlement. 

Berlin, February 16.—Chancellor: Von 
Buelow sent to the reichstag today a 
memorandum on the settlement of the 
Venezuelan disputes. After briefly re- 
viewing the incidents preceding the Nne- 
gotiations, it says: 

“According to the protocol Venezuela 
recognized all the claims raised by Ger- 
many as being justifiable and wel] found- 
ed, 

“Germany's claims, which the ultimat- 
um ptkaced in the first rank, arising from 
the Venezuelan civil wars of 1898-1900 and 
which gave occasion for the action against 
Venezuela, will be paid immediately, 
partiv in cash and partly in short term 
drafts.”’ 

Continuing, the chancellor summarized 
the terms of the protocol and concluded 
with saying the blockade would be 
mediately raised and that diplomatic re- 
lations with Venezuela would be resumed.

Other Sections Cnanged. 

Other portions of section 1 were left 
as it came trom the house, as were sec- 
tions 2, 3 and 4, except that the minimum 
fine of $500 for failing to make returns 
is stricken out, leaving a specification 
only of the maximum, which is left at 
$5,000. Section 5, pertaining to rebates, 
is stricken out entirely because the ques- 
tion of rebates is covered by the Elkins 
bill, which already has passed both 
houses. Section 8% was not changed, but 
section 9, authorizing and defining the 
legal process for enforcing the proposed 
law. was canceled. That provision was 
taken out of the bill because the ground 
is covered by ‘the substitute for section 
7. Section 10 was not cNanged, but the 
house provision in section ll, the last sec- 
tion of the bill, was materially modlitied., 
The house bill awards damages ‘three 
fold’ to persons or corporations injured 
by other persons or corporations, under 
the provisions of the proposed act. The 
committee struck out the word ‘‘three 
fold’’ providing only for damages 
cost of suit. 

Only two votes were cast against the 
final motion to report the bill. These 
were given by Senator Platt, of Connect- 
icut, and Senator Clark. of Wyoming. 

Senator Nelson offered a substitute for

The case involving the validation of the 
bonds proposed to -be issued by the city 
of Columbus was not argued in the su- 
preme court yesterday, as was expected, 
OWing to the fact that the criminal court 
was not concluded.: It is expected, how- 
ever, that it will be reached today.

The Columbus bond case is 
watched with « great deal of interest, 
particularly by the Columbus people, to 
whom the decision will mean a great 
deal. <A prominent citizen of Columbus 
who Was in the city’ yesterday stated that 
if the decision went against the city it 
would be a severe blow to the Columbus 
water works system, for which it is pro- 
posed that the bonds be issued.

The Philippine currency bill passed by 
the senate today prescribes that the unit 
of value in the Philippines shall be the 
gold peso of twelve and nine-tenths 
grains of gold, nine-tenths fine, said gold 
peso to become the unit of value when 
the government in the Philippines shall 
have coined and ready for circulation 
npt less than five millions of the silver 
pesos previded for in the bill. The gold 
coins of the United States at the rate of 
$1 for 2 pesos shall be legal tender in the 
islands. The bill also provides for an 
additional coinage of 75,000,000 silver coins 
of the denomination, of 1 peso, which 
shall be legal tender except where pro- 
vided by contract. Coins of the denom- 
ination of 50 centavos, 25 centavos and 
10 centavos also are provided for. all 
such coinage to be under the authority of 
the government of the Philippines, in 
such amount it may determine, with 
the approval of the secretary of war. The 
bill also provides for the issue of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to maintain the 
parity of the silver and gold pesos, such 
certificates at any time to be limited 
to $10,000,000, 20,000,000 pesos. The 
Mexican dollar and the Spanish coins 
heretofore used shall be receivable for 
public duties at a rate to be fixed from 
time to time by the civil governor of the 
islands, preference, however, being given 
to the Philippines coins and certificates. 
Provision is made for the issuance of 
silver certificates. The option is given 
for the coinage of the silver pesos either 
in Manila or-.any mint in the United 
States.

NEAR A SETTLEMENT 


Tentative Agreement of Trouble 
Was Effected Yesterday 
Morning 


COUNCIL DEFERS ACTION 
TO AID THE SETTLEMENT 


Proposition Is To Befer Police Board 
Election and General Police Elec- 
tion Until After the Legis- 
lature Has Acted on 
the Matter.

A of the questions affecting 
the board of police commissioners, which

“The effect of this will be to hold the 
police situation exactly it 
at present until after it has been finally 
determined whether the provisions of the 
report of the police 
mittee are to be put into organic law 
by the legislature. If the legislature 
adopts an amendment to the city charter 
which contains the provisions of the re- 
port the reelection af all members of the 
board of pplice commissioners, including 
those who are now candidates, will be 
prevented. ang the two who are now can- 
didates will not have an opportunity to 
vote in the general police election. 
Committee Will Meet. 

The ordinance committee council, 
which reached a tentative agreement ves- 
terday morning. will meet again this 
morning at 9 o'clock with City Attorney 
James I. Mayson and the terms of the 
compromise will probably be written at 
that time. 

if the compromise is effected the veto 
of Mayor Howell upon the report of the 
investigating committee will be § with- 
drawn, the ordinance of Councilman War- 
ren and the resolution of Councilman 
Key will be withdrawn, and in place of 
these there will be the compromise ordi- 
nance which will be adopted during the 
session of tomorrow afternoon.

IN LITIGATION 


Bill Filed in U, §, Court 
Against New Century Cot- 
ton Mill, of Douglasville, 


A. J. Bradley. James F. Bradley and 
H. F. Bradley, of Manchester, Va., ye3- 
terday filed in the United States court 
a bill against the New Century cotton 
mill, of Douglasville,’ Joseph 8. James, 
president of the conern, and E. H. Thorn- 
ton, of Atlanta, holders of certain bonds 
as trustees, seeking the recovery of a big 
sum and the foreclosure of a mortgage. 
Judge W. T. Newman issued an order 
temporarily restraining the defendants 
from disposing of certain bonds or al- 
tering the present status of the affairs 
of the mill and set the case for a hear- 
ing on March 14, 

The litigation is the outgrowth of the 
alleged failure of the mill to take chargs 
of certain machinery claimed to have 
been purchased from the plaintiffs and 
which is said to now be stored in Rich- 
mond. The bill states that on December 
17, 1901, the mill executed four purchase 
notes, of. $10,000 each, for the machinery, 
the notes to mature on January 1, 1903, 
1904, 1995 and 1906. It is stated that to 
secure the payment of the notes the coi- 
poration delivered forty first mortgage 
bonds to the plaintiff and that a mort- 
gage on the mill properties was given to 
Thornton, as trustee, to cover a total 
bond issue of $200,000. It is alleged that 
the remaining 160. bonds are still heid by 
the trustee and have never been issued, 

The bill charges that the corporation 
is ingolvent and that it has failed to 
make payment of the first of the purchase 
notes, which fell due on January 1. It 18 
further alleged that the machinery has 
Cepreciated in value at least $10,000 as a 
result of the failure of the corporation 
to aecept it. 

The plaintiffs ask that they be awarded 
judgment against the corporation for the 
amount of the notes and also in the sum 
of $5,000 additional for the expense of 
caring for the machinery and the costs 
of the suit; that the trustee be ordered 
io foreclose the mortgage on the mill 
property; that he be decreed to sell the 
machinery, applying the proceeds of both

Phase of James T, Green 
Case Setfor Trial in U. S. 
Court March 17. 


The sensational United States case 
against James T. Creen, formerly a book 
agent of Atlanta, who is charged with 
sending obscene literature and pictures 
through the mails and express, has been 
revived by the scheduling of a case for 
trial before Judge W. T. Newman on 
March 17 against Matt Torbett, of this 


city, charged with alleged complicity 
with Green, 
The trial of ‘orbett is the result of 


suspicion that he was implicated in the 
operations, he having surrendered to the 
United States authorities on learning 
that he was suspected, in order that he 
might be vindicated. 

Green was arrested in September, 1897, 
but has never been tried, owing to the 
fact that he skipped out, forfeiting a 
$5,000 bond. Diligent search has been 
made for the fugitive, not only in the 
United States, but also in foreign coun- 
tries, but to no avail. The government 
authorities have been unable to bag the 
game, although it is understood that at 
one time they were close on his trail 
in San Francisco. Torbett was released 
on a bond of $500. 

Suspicion that Torbett was implictaed 
in the operations of Green resulted from 
the fact that the two men occupied ad- 
joining offices in a building on the For- 
Ssyth street bridge. After Green fled 
from Atlanta and forfeited his bond, 
Torbett learned. that suspicion was di- 
rected toward him, and going to the 
Office of the United States marshal in 
the custom house, he surrendered, be- 
ing released on bond. The indictment 
against him was returned more than a 
year after the arrest of Green. The men 
were severally and then jointly indicted. 

For a time prior to the arrest of 
Green, various sections of the country 
were flooded with pictures and litera- 
ture of the vilest type imaginable, some 
of the matter finding its way into the 
possession of school children in New 
York. The Comstock Society for the 
Suppression of Vice, which operates in 
conjunction with the government, took 
hold of the case, and Postoffice Inspec- 
tors Paul D. Williams, of Chattanooga, 
and R. W. McAfee, of Crawfordsville, 
Ind.. were detailed to run the offender 
to earth. 

The obscene matter was sent through 
both the mails and by express and the 
cfficers gained information that led them 
to believe Atlanta was the distributing 
point. This was followed hy the arrest 
of Greer and the discovery of about 
$25,00 worth of ‘iterature and pictures 
in the Forsyth street building. This 
was soized and is now stored in the base- 
ment of the federal building. District 
Attorney E. A. Angier recently received 
a letter from Inspector McAfee request- 
ing the trial of Torbett. The case has 
been called several times, -but has been 
postponed.

591 in the corresponding period last year, 
an increase of $12,810,910, or 8.49 per cent.
